one is obliged to support a church, 
or an enterprise controlled by a 
church, unless he voluntarily choos 
os so to do. Bat here it is deliber- 
ately proposed to levy n $50,000 tax 
on n city of 20,000 inhabitants,— 
$2.50 per head—a very large por- 
tion of whom are Preethinkers or 
Sceptics, to build a sectarian school, 
The Seenlarists of Atchison are not 
even allowed to express their dissent 
by going through the cruel farce of 
the ballot-box mockery. (Of course 
they could not consistently vote on 
any such question, since to do so 
Would be to acknowledge the right 
of the majority to rule in questions 
pertaining to personal rights.) The 
church faction proposes to capture 
the city government by a“ mon- 
ster petition,” and by this menns 
put thoir bands into the pnblie trens- 
ury and take the money of the Sec- 
nlarists to erect n college whose 
avowed object will be to build upa 
theologie system in which said Sec- 
ularists have not only no belief 
but which they honestly believe to be 
highly injurious to the best interests 
of human society. 


As the Lutheran church is prob- 
ably one of the weakest, numeri- 
eally, in tho city of Atchison, it 
will ho thought strauge that the 
other sects should be willing tohave 
a Lutheran college built at tho ex- 
pense of the city, But to our 
thinking there is nothing strange 
inthis. The churches everywhere 
are now uniting, as against n com- 
mon foe—intrerehing themselves 
behind the civil government in or- 
der to uso that government to crush 
the growing Skepticism ok tho age. 
Each of the sects, doubtless, expects 
in its turn to bo thus favored hy 
municipal aid in building up its own 
denominational enterprises, and 
thus make the Secularists aid the 
very schemes designed for tho over- 
throw of Skepticism or of Secular- 
ism. 


That the various Protestant sects 
are ready not only to unite with 
each other, but oven with their ho- 
reditary foo, the Roman Catholic 
church, in order (o crush Secular 
iam, tako this from the Christian 
Statesman, organ of the Go:l-in-the 
Constitution, movement:

Very 
true, but ik municipalities can thus 
over-ride the personal aud property 
rights of the citizen, how long will 
it be before the State (whichis only 
the larger municipality) will be do- 
ing the same thing? 

Aud how much behind this pro- 
posed action of the city of Atchison 
is the State of Kansas today? Does 
it not, in u multitude of ways, fav- 
or the introduction of theology into 
the public institutions? “Every 
public institution of note, including 


the State University, has its chapel 
for the recitation ‘of prayers, and 
one of these, at least, requires the at- 
tendance of all pupils upon the dai- 
ly services at the chapels The high- 
est officials of the State Universities 
of this and other states, are often, if 
not generally, clergymen, and the 
commencement exercises are usuale 
ly preceded, if we do not mistake, by 
a “baccalaureate sermon.” We 
have now before us n copy of the 
bacealaureate sermon of Pres. Farr- 
child, of the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural College, + delivered on June 
5th. ’87, in whieh he took for his 
text this verse, supposed tohave 
been spoken by that prince of sens- 
ualists, King Solomon: 

Rejoice, O young. man, in thy youth, and let 
ths heart cheer thee In the days of thy youth, 
and walk intho ways of thine heart and jn the 
sight of thino ees; but know thou thet for 
all these things God will bring thee into judge 
mont. 

This sermon is in the usual theo- 
logic strain. Instead of. teaching 
the young graduates the necessity cf 
searching for themselves into na- 
ture’s grand gtorchouse of wisdom 
und knowledge, President Fairchild 
points his pils to the crude imag- 
mings of the ignorant and supersti- 
tions Past, Instead of inculcating 
manly self-reliance and mnenability 
to natural law, ho teaches his pupils 
to rely on ontside help, and preaches 
the doctrine of vicarious atonement, 
whereby they may escape the legit- 
imate consequences of their mis- 
deeds. That our secular readers may 
know what kind of instruction 
their money goes to pay for we 
give the two closing paragraphs of 
this sermon: 

Ind J tho power, 1 would then present to 
your prayerful hearts tho pleturo of tho lows 
ly Jesus, as he was alive on the hills of Pales- 
tine, as ho died for the world on Calvary, as 
he la alive forevermore, a power in tho world, 
and say, "Behold the man!” 

God hag givon you theese powers; ho has left 
you this cholecot ho has set the high examplos 
ho has promised, 10 those who ask it, wisdom, 
and tho endida inevitable, Can one having 
your opportunitics fall toseok tho kingdom 
of God und his rightcongencas? “Know thou 
that forall these things God will bring thee 
Into Judgment,” ne 


While we stoutly maintain and 
defend the civil righteof Christians 
to hear and pay for such sermons as 
this, we most solemnly protest 
against the laws and customs that 
compel Secularists to hear and pay 
for what, to them, is the unscientific 
vaporings, the false and pernicious 
tenchings, handed down to us from 
the ignorant ages and rudimentary 
stages of humanity’s evolution.

NATIONAL UOLIDAY, 


July dth was “celobrated” at Valley 
Falls in the old, stereotyped way. Ring- 
ing of church bells, burning of powder, 
reading of “Declaration,” display of 
cheap bunting, spouting ot cheap rhet- 
orie, and “flro-works” at night being the 
loading features, 

Tho “orator of the day” was T. Dwight 
Thatchor, of Topska, a prominent re- 
publican pohticiau and journalist, and, 
for many years, state printor, Mr. 
Thatcher is an agreeablo speaker and 
was listened to with marked attention 
by tho targe crowd of people assombled 
in the beautiful nnd commodious city 
park, The burden of his discourse was 
that this is u “free coyorumeut’—~that 
ours is the only country under hoaven 
that guarantees and secures equality of 
rights for all, “No man,“ said he, is 
here allowed to infringe upon the rights 
ol hia neighbor.“ “Whoever says you 
shant do this and you shant do tbat is 
a transgressor,” and much more to the 
sume Import. 

As Mr, Thatcher velongs to the domi- 
nant political party and, as we aro in- 
formed, takes his theology at a fashiona- 
ble churech(the Congregutiona)), it is very 
probable that ho has nover known What it 
19 to bo deprived of his personal riglits. 
And never having been told by those 
clothed with’ a little brief autbority, 
“you shant do this and you ehant do 
that,“ Mr, T. concludes that no one else 
has boen thus deprived of his oqual 
rights to do as he pleases so long ns he 
does not inf riugo upon tho equal rights 
ok others. No donbt that the Puritans 
ofthe times of Cotton Mather would 
have indiguautly repellod the charge 
that any ono had evor been deprived of his 
equal right to life, liberty and pursuit of 
happiness in tho Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay. In Nansas to day the encronch · 
ments upon personal liberty are scarcely 
less marked, scarcely less ntrocious 
than were the encroachments upon per- 
sonal liberty under tho reign of tha Pur- 
itnos in New England, and yet even auch 
well-informed men as T. D. Thateh- 
or declare, honestly no doubt, that ours 
is n freo country, aud that the princi. 
ples aunonncod in the Dovlaration of 
Independence are now faithfully car- 
ried ont all over our broad land. 

Comparing Kansas with the Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay, let us seo: Mnsachn - 
sotts denied the right ot men and women 
to choose their religion but allowed them 
to choose their own drinks. Rum, whisk- 
oy and hard cider were popular drinks, 
oven with the clergy, in those days, 
Kansns allows mon to choose their relig- 
ion but prohibits them from choosing 
their beverages. Tho Puritans impris- 
oned men for blasphemy, but when did 


they persecute and arrest editors for | 


printing plain talk against tho abuses of 
women ju the sex relation, as the peuple 
of Knnsus ure now doing? The Puritans 
punished people that wouid not pay 


under the | tithea to tho church, but who eyor heard 


that under their sway a wan 
and woman were imprisoned six months 
and compelled to pay the costs of prose- 
eution for daring to marry themselves, 
and for neglecting to fee an oficer for 
the right to mind their own business? 
The Puritans punished people who 
worked or travelled on the day enlled 
Sunday, und now the church party in 
Kansas ig trying to enforce the same old 
Sabbatarian laws. 

And yot Mr, Thatcher iterates aud re- 
iterates the statement that ours is a land 
of equal rights, and that tho principles 
of the Declaration of Independence have 
been and aro now practicalized!

ery speaker that followed him had 
something to any in condemnation of 
“Anarchy.”

THE SOCIAL ROI IL. I. I. 


Mr. Chavannes avers that he regards 
marriage as the best solution of the so- 
cial problem, so far found, But as he 
proceeds to say that marriage is primar» 
ly and cluetly n business association, his 
meaning is not clear, Whother he in- 
tonds to be understood as claiming that 
tne business partnership of n man and 
a woman is the best solution yet found 
of tho social problem, or that the so- 
called monogamic relation is the best, 
or that compliance with the customs and 
laws of our time is the most desirablo, I 
am unable to gather from his argument. 


While it iu very trne that morriage, 
whether conventional or free, is, toa 
greater or less extent, a business usso. 
ciation, I cannot regard it, either in its 
inception or essentially, as a co-opera- 
tion for business purposes, There is ev- 
idently something more than a combi- 
nation for money-making purposes ina 
union that always depends for its exist» 
ance upon adiifereucein sex. Men form 
business partnorships with men, women 
with women, and oven women with men, 
and they aro nothing else. But sex. 
nuions belong in a different class. Of 
course, it 16 truo that there are numbers 
of mercenary marriages but thoy are, I 
think, rightly regarded as of tho same 
nature as those temporary relations for 
a monetary consideration which obtain 
in the evil resorts of the cities and else- 
whore, 

Itseems more than probable that the 
best possible results, both to the parties 
themselves and to their children, will be 
attainable only when each co-partner 
in the lore-association shall be financial. 
ly and industrially independent of the 
other, This does not involve eeparation 
of interests nor isolation; because two 
brothers are self-supporting, whether 
separated or associated, it does not fol- 
low that they must engagein different 
vecupations, Whether they work to- 
gether or each for himself will depend 
upon their tastes, desires, tempers, ete, 
ete. So in the love-unton; men and wo- 
men mny sincerely lovo nud respect each 
other and yet profer to keep their work 
and business separate. This is almost 
sure to be the caso where their tastes 
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differ widely and they severally fancy 
occupations which cannot be agreeably or 
profitably couducted hy the firm. 

When people reach tho plano occupied 
by Mr. C., where tbey can see that 
Jove is not a just and valid gronnd for 
separation, tho evil, which be thinka has 
its origin in the conception of war- 
riage as n love relation, will bo obviated. 
Men and women will no longer murder 
each other for so-called “infidolity,” nei- 
ther will otherwise happy homes or ben- 
eficial associations be broken up or dis- 
solved because Love basspod more than 
one arrow into the same heart. IIere 
Mr. C. and myself are in accord, ns I un- 
derstand him. 

Wo haven definition of marriage 
which differs from thas of B. N. Tucker, 
A. Warren, and others, and now cumes 
Mr. C. with one which is different from 
thoso ot all the others. A large proportion 
of the disagroements among reformors 
grows out of this failure to put the same 
construction upon words. Wo declare 
marringe to be the Jove-nnion of 
tho sexes; Mr. C. averathat itis the 
labor and business partnorship of the 
samo} while our ultra Anarchistic friends 
aseort thut it is wrong for radicals to 
call their sex associations by the namo 
of marriago, asseverating that mar- 
riage” can meau only legal slavery. 
Chooso ye fur yoursolves, $ 

Inasmuch as Mr. C. thinks that love 
should bavo some placo in the sex-part- 
uership, he cannot find great fault with 
us who nnnounced that ours was n “love 
and labor union!“ 

Of course, promises to Jove are ue ub- 
surd as would be promises to admiro a 
picture that was pleasing to one's artist- 
jo sense, or toeat when hungry, or sloop 
when tired. It is tho fact that is desir- 
ble aud productive of happiness, nat 
promises, W.

He is willing to iutrust his business to 
tho votors in his own county, “provided 
they aro men of the grade of intelli 
gence that qualifies them to transact my 
business, I haying had a voice in their 
selection, or having virtually employod 
thom to transact it for me,“ But what 
guarantee have you that they will be 
men of tho requisite grade of intelli- 
gence? Remember, it isnot your brains 
that select thom. You may think that 
your business should bo conducted in a 
certain way, while your two neighbors 
think differently, You vote for nman to 
carry ont your views; they votofor n 
man to carry ont theirs, Two beirg 
more than one, their candidate is elect- 
ed. Now, how can you say that thie 
agent is virtually of your solection? You 
bad a certain business: it was your right 
to conduct that business to please your~ 
self; other men, howevor, nssumod the 
right to dietnte to you; being unnblo to 
holp yoursolf, you submitted tothe mbi- 
trument of tbo torco called voting; you 
were’ outnumbered and overpowered. 
It is theold Test of the Duel, with this 
aggravation of the wrong, that the num- 
bers engaged ure never equal, 

Jes, we must alt ut times employ 
agents to transact our business for us, 
but outside of the business which the 
Stato assumes tho privilege of control- 
ling, we have the power of direction and 
discharge. Do not forget this. You 
may say that tbis is true of tho agents 
selected by voting in tha compulsory 
State. Isit? The only possible remedy 
yon haveis a purely negative one,—you 
may refuse to re-elect tho agent, But the 
evil he has dono will remain to plagno 
nnd rum you. Butit is not at all cor- 
tain that you can dischargo him at the 
end of his term. He may bo destroying 
your business and undermining your 
Jiborties, but unless yon can convince 
the mind of the average voter that be is 
doing this and at the same time arouse 
his conscience in your behalf, you 
have no remedy, You are not in so 
association from which you can withe 
draw when you are dissatisfied with the 
management. Now you are the victim 
ofa majority which it may take a gener- 
ation to reilnoe ton minority, and you 
cannot get out of its clutches. 

The ouly safe and Jogical position for 
Mr. Allison and every other true friend 
of Liberty and Justice to take is that the 


present Stale isa colossal usurpation, 
assuming to itself righta and powers 
not possessed by its units, und that the 
purely polico power of restraint of 
criminals is the sole function of any 
so-called civil power. Takeaway all but 
the natural right of protection, and what 
would be left of the existing national, 
State and municipal governments? The

The illogio of this is equnlled only by 
ita pharianical assumption of superiority. 
Tow daes this writer reach the conclusion 


quiresfrom the individual respect for 
the rights of allother individuals. One 
day is no more sacred than ancther;thero- 
fore, “people of tue lng est morality” will 
not attempt to enforce the observance of 
any day, for to do su would be to sacri. 
fica the greater to the lose, tho 
rights of men to somebody's belief con- 
erning a day. 


Morality is the ecience of human re- 
lations; therefore, as a rule, tlie individus 
al is moral in the ratio tbat lie is edu- 
cated-~that is, ednented in this scienca 
of human rolationg—and generally in- 
telligent. Such men and women know 
that all this talk about Sunday boing a 
sacred day 1s mora twaddle; they know 
that there is uo authority in tho Biblo 
tor its observance, and, what is much 
woro important, that naturo has not are 
bitrarily sot apart any day nsa day of 
rest anil reorontion. 

The assertion that the puople of 
tho highest morals hold Sunday as a 
sacred day rnises the question whether 
the most conspicuous advocates of Sun- 
day logislation are sincere in their pro- 
fossions, Take tho Protestant ministers, 
us examples, and examine their position: 

Ist. The better educated of them all 
know that their uttorances on this sub- 
ject aro utterly unverifiable, They know 
that there is no authority, aside from that 
of the Catholic Church (which authority 
they-repndiate,) for the kopping of Sun- 
day as tho “Sabbath” day, 

2nd. They earn tho major part of the 
salarios which they receive by work 
performed upon this alleged ; to- bo 
sacred day, 

Neol moi e be said? What patienco 
cana blunt, frank man havo with such 
“moral teachers?” What faith in their 
sincerity? 

The Topo has excommunicated Me- 
Glynn! Good! Now let the rebel priest 


exclaim, 
“I held some slack allegiance till this hour 
But now my sword'a ny own,“ 


and “suit the action to the word” by ax 
communicating the Pope! Let all 
Catholics sea that one man is no smarter 
than another when it comes to locking 
benven's doors in the faces of people 
with whom he does not agree. 

Dr, Shaw, of the Independent Pulpit 
hopes, “for the honor of humanity, the 
honor of womanhond, and the honor of 
Freethought, that Mrs. Slenker is not 
guilty of this revolting offense” (obscen- 
ity), but tlunks it “very strange that she 
Uns not even assorted her innocence. 
Dr, Shaw should remember that there ia 
no standard by which wo can judge 
what is or isnot obscene.

Shaw might call obecene nud degrading, 
just as the piece of statuary or tho 
painting in which he would dolight 
would, by thousands of people, be ad- 
judged revolting and indecent. 


But Mrs, Slenker Aas denied the chargo 
against her, for she hag repeatodly said 
that sbo considered that she wus en- 
gaged in a necessary and, thorofore, 
good work. What more does Dr. Shaw 
want? So long as sho and her corres- 
bondeuts are content to uso words that 
exactly express what they desire to say, 
whoistosit in judgment upon them, and 
flnoand imprison them becauso they glo 
not agree wilh their self-olected judges 
in the choice of words?

Cortainly tho treatmont that Moses racom- 
mended the Jows to give the seven natlona 
around them was anything but brotherly, 
Was it brotherly to kill all the Midianites, 
even all tho “males among the little ones," 
to save none niye except a certain class of 
females, and them only for base purposes? 
Let iny friend read Num. xaxi and harmon. 
izo it with hie “universal brotherhood” 
ideas if he enn. When ho gots through with 
this brolberly work let him try tho tenth 
and eleventh chapters of Joshua. If 
brothera aro genorally to treat oach other na 
Joshua tronted the ten nations of hia brelh- 
ren, “univeraal brotherhood will, in the fn- 
ture, be at a great discount with mo. 

In Deut. xviit-7 Moses gives hia breth- 
reu commands nr to how they must deal with 
their brethren and sisters of otber nations.

Jesus did not bolleve in tho untvorsal 
brotherhood of man, With him his own na- 
tion were “tho children’? and the Gountiles 
wero dogs.“ Boo Matt. xvi, 

The second part of Mr, Braden's propost- 
tlon is, if possible, mord unfortunate than 
tho first. In that ho twice asserts tho infin- 
{le perfections of the God to bo worshiped 
and imitatod by this univorsnl brotherhood,

It is n 10% association and nota mar- 
riage in the true meaning of tho term, und 
while T huve no fault to find with love asso- 
ciations, for 4 day, a month, a year, or while 
lave lasts, and I wish there were more of 
them, ospecially among the young and iner- 
perioneed, yet I proteit against calling them 
tonrringe, nutonomistle or olherwise. 

Vor the samo reason, while I believo it per- 
fectly right and natural that in a love nasos 
ciation each party should koch their own 
name, yot T betleve that in marriage it ig 
boast for the man and woman to goby the 
stine name, for it is an element of strength 
aud n bond of nuion for father, mother and 
childrén to he known to all persons as the 
mombers of the sumo family. In protesting 
agalnst calling love aasociationa marrige, 
Ido not taka into considerntion the otymol- 
ogy of tho word or the legal monning of it, 
bat claim that i is tho ‘actual and practical 
definition ns given by the people among 
whom we live. While at flrst the marriage 
of most persona may bo called a lovo union 
intended to last through lifo, in less than six 
months the love haa usually dwindled tua very 
amall modicum, andthe perquisites of home 
comt orts and the care of the family become 
the bond which hordas the partios together 
through life. Hyon in these few marriages 
where love reniain“, ita intensity diminishes 
and tho union of material alms grontly in- 
creases, 

I woald not bave any one infer from what 
Thaye written that I belleve that the mar- 
ringe relation haa attained porfection, and 
cannot be improved. Very fur from it. 
Thore is no institution which has room for 
more improremeut and whose defects cause 
more misery to mankind. 

But improvements can only be found by a 
eloaror knowledge of its aims and of tho 
best means to alterin them, 

Lot it onea be recoguized as n business us- 
sociation for special nimes and it will be left 
to the best judgment of the parties concerned 
to enter or lenve it, that la, we will have free 
marriage and freo divorce, As n business 
association, both parties will havo equal 
rights, and woman will’ have tho same posi- 
tion as her husband. Both parties will naal-

And more important than all, by discon. 
necting the iden of marringe from that of 
love union, it will opeu the wry for love as- 
sociation among thea young, so that they will 
learn to know ouch other, get that esperionce 
which wilt onavle thon lo enter the marriage 
rolation undovetandingly, and it will no 
longer bo necessary for them to rush into 
matrimony to eujoy tho happiness offered by 
sexual love. 

In soxnal associations, ceromonica havo 
no place, it is no one's business what 
our love relations nre, but ina business asso. 
elation it is best to lot tho world know of the 
organization of the new firm and of the plan
